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Town one 
of worst 
on empty 
shops list 

DUDLEY high street is one 
of the worst in the country 
when it comes to empty 
shops, new figures claim. 

The number of units lying 
vacant has got worse in the 
last year, with Dudley and 
West Bromwich the two 
worst in England for 
medium-sized towns with 29 
per cent and 28 per cent of 
shops empty respectively. 

Wolverhampton and Wal¬ 
sall are fifth and seventh in 
the top 10 large towns and 
cities with 27.3 per cent and 
26.9 per cent of shops 
vacant. 

The average for the West 
Midlands is 16 per cent 
according to the Local Data 
Company. High streets in 
Staffordshire are faring bet¬ 
ter. 

But the Black Country 
occupies four out of five of 
the worst performing cen¬ 
tres in the West Midlands, 
with Stoke-on-Trent at 
number five. 

The figures released today 
by LDC come as the Govern¬ 
ment is trying to revive the 
high street with the help of 
shopping guru Mary Portas. 

Out of town shopping cen¬ 
tres are also contributing to 
the decline. 

Walsall has around 100 
unoccupied shops in the 
town centre. River Island is 
moving to Crown Wharf 
Retail Park. In Wolver¬ 
hampton last summer fash¬ 
ion retailer TK Maxx moved 
out of the city centre.

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SPEED CAMERAS 
HUP 'IS UNFAIR'

A leading motorists’ group has criticised roadworks 
along the M5 past Halesowen as “equivalent to entrap¬ 
ment” by not warning motorway drivers of a sudden 
drop in the speed limit. 

Between junction three at Halesowen and just beyond junction 4a, which links to the 
M42, a 40mph restriction is enforced by a number of speed cameras - but no warning signs 
ahead of the drop have been put up. It comes after it emerged 1,341 fines have been issued 
to drivers breaking the 40mph limit imposed while the £9.32 million scheme to replace the 


Replacement 
lighting bill 
will be £5m 

MORE than £5million will be spent on 
replacing thousands of street lights across 
Dudley with new energy-saving ones. 

It follows a trial on the Priory estate 
which saw 100 outdated lamps replaced 
with modern white lights. 

Council bosses now plan to roll them out 
around the borough and around 27,000 
lights will be converted or replaced.The 
council estimates the lamps, which use 
around 50 per cent less energy, would save 
the authority £150,000 a year. Maintenance 
costs for the lamps are also much lower. 

Lighting levels can be cut using a dim¬ 
ming device when there is less traffic while 
still maintaining safe visibility for motorists 
and pedestrians. 

The total cost of the project is £5,054,000 
and some of the cash will be spent on a new 
computer system which will also give coun¬ 
cil workers greater control of the lights and 
help reduce maintenance work. 

A report by chief executive John Poly- 
chronakis said: “The replacement equip¬ 
ment would also carry a dimming module to 
allow the luminaire to be dimmed if and as 
required. In total around 27,800 units, 87 
per cent of the borough total, would be con¬ 
verted or replaced.” The council is also 
putting aside £400,000 to replace dangerous 
or outdated lampposts in 2012/13. 


central reservation is carried out. The fig¬ 
ure equates to an average of 17 drivers a 
day being caught, raking in a total of

Association of British Drivers spokes¬ 
man Brian MacDowell called on the High¬ 
ways Agency to review the signage leading 
up to the works, saying not to do so was 
“equivalent to entrapment”. 

“It’s unacceptable not to give ample and 
sufficient warning to drivers so they can be 
well prepared for the restriction,” he said. 

“It’s not particularly in the interests of 
road safety if drivers are getting into 
restricted zones and then applying their 
brakes suddenly when they realise the limit 
is now lower.” 

He added he would query whether the 
limit needed to be as low as 40mph, and said 
he felt the work should be carried out 24/7 
instead of overnight. 

Lighting 

“Work should be carried out throughout 
the day, especially if the lower limit is 
enforced 24/7 - to make sure it gets done as 
soon as possible,” he said. The cameras will 
be taken down when the 20-week project, to 
replace the central reservation barrier and 
lighting, comes to an end on March 31. 

Highways Agency project sponsor Wayne 
Norris said all income generated by the 
camera would go straight to the Treasury. 

“Safety cameras are used to help min¬ 
imise the risk faced by road workers - who 
are often working in difficult conditions 
next to live traffic - and for drivers passing 
through the works area,” he said. 

“While we remove and replace the cen¬ 
tral reservation barrier there is open exca¬ 
vation and no safety barrier separating 
traffic travelling in opposite directions. 

“To safely apply a higher speed limit we 
would need to install a barrier around the 
site, which would be costly.”

Residents want action over the 
rubbish pile at Refuse Derived Fuel 
Ltd which operates the waste pro¬ 


cessing site, off Moor Street, Brier- 
ley Hill. Around 50 complaints have 
been made to the agency by resi¬ 
dents since last summer. 

Environment Agency spokesman 
David Hudson said the firm has 
missed several deadlines to reduce 
the pile to acceptable levels since 
last September. 

He said legal action was being 
considered at the moment but added 
all options were still open to the 


firm. “Clearly to make this company 
respond is going to require some¬ 
thing tougher than we have done so 
far,” he said. 

“We are required to be reasonable, 
we try to work with business and we 
really want the company to sort out 
this problem, not us do it for them.” 

Agency staff entered the premises 
recently to conduct surveys of the 
height of the rubbish to compile a 
report which will be presented to 


the firm. Mr Hudson added a final 
decision on what action to take had 
yet to be made. 

Mr Hudson said the event had 
been organised for the agency to 
understand how the waste site was 
affecting residents’ quality of life. 

Max Rawson and his wife Marine 
attended the event as they said they 
could see the “eyesore” from their 
home in Carder Drive, Brierley Hill.

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Bus route 
reinstated 
as a trial 

A DIRECT bus service fer¬ 
rying passengers between 
a Black Country estate 
and the Merry Hill shop¬ 
ping centre is to be rein¬ 
stated on a trial basis 
following an outcry from 
residents.

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One bell of a restoration as 
church rings the changes 


A BELL of a restoration job has broken out at 
a Black Country church. The years have taken 
their toll on the eight bells at Christ Church in 
Lye near Stourbridge so they have been taken 


for a major makeover. 

The bells have been 
lowered from their tower for 
the first time in more than 
120 years to be restored. 

Because of their age the 
bells were only rung occa¬ 
sionally, but thanks to a suc¬ 
cessful fundraising drive - 
which raised around £40,000 
- restoration is now under 
way, and will allow the bells 
to ring out on a regular basis. 

Specialists have removed 
the bells with each one care¬ 
fully lowered using hand 
operated pulleys through two 
trapdoors to the ground. 

They will specially cleaned 
and tuned before having 
their clappers replaced. 

Made in Belgium by 
Severin Van Aerschodt of 
Leuven, the bells have ornate 
features, markings and 
inscriptions unlike most 
English-made bells of the 
1800s. They vary in size from 
0.75cwt (35kg) to 3.5cwt 
(180kg) and are an alloy of 
copper and tin making them

lighter than traditionally 
made bells. Parishioners 
have worked for almost three 
years to raise the cash 
through donations, grants 
and fundraising for the work. 
Events held for funding, 
include a music hall and jazz 
evening, skittles night and 
quiz evenings. 

Chairman of the church 
bell restoration project, Bob 
Field, said: “We are really 
pleased to finally have the 
work under way as it has 
been a long time. 

“It is the first time they 
have ever been taken from 
the tower so it is special.” 

The Ibstock Cory Environ¬ 
mental Trust has given the 
project £15,000 with £5,000 
coming from the Worcester¬ 
shire and Districts Change 
Ringing Association and 
£5,000 from the Garfield 
Weston Foundation. 

The remainder of the 
money came from donations.

A COUNCIL raided a row of flats in 
the Black Country - and stripped 
the landings of carpets and pot 
plants in a health and safety drive.

“It’s ridiculous - health and safety gone 
berserk,” said 81-year-old Beryl Haden, 
whose carpet she had fitted in the corridor 
outside her flat more than 20 years ago was 
among the victims of the council raid. 

“They say the carpet could be a fire 
hazard - but there hasn’t been a fire here. 

Councillor Adrian Turner, said: “Items of 
furniture and personal belongings left in 
communal areas or on landings, which are a 
potential hazard and could cause an 
obstruction in the event of an emergency are 
being removed.”

Local hostility criticised 


A LEADING Wyre Forest 
councillor has slated local 
“hostility” to proposed gipsy 
and traveller sites during a 
public consultation - labelling 
it a “dark episode” in the dis¬ 
trict’s history. 

Wyre Forest Councillor Julian 
Phillips, said he feared the consulta¬ 
tion had brought out “the worst” in 
some people. Another local councillor, 
Chris Nicholls, disagreed, saying he 
had not heard any “intolerance or neg¬ 
ativity” towards the travelling commu¬ 
nity at any of the public meetings he 
attended. 

But Councillor Phillips said: “I feel 
in some respects the consultation 


period brought out the worst in our 
community in terms of the hostility of 
some towards gipsies and travellers, 
and to be fair, the distrust of some 
gipsies and travellers towards the 
wider community. 

“Sadly this is a global problem that 
has existed for generations and not one 
that this council can solve. It has been 
a very dark episode in Wyre Forest 
history.” 

Intolerance 

Council leader, Councillor John 
Campion said he had also met a “con¬ 
siderable amount of intolerance” 
expressed to him during the consulta¬ 
tion. 

A cabinet meeting recently agreed 
with a recommendation from an 


overview and scrutiny committee to 
approve a further public consultation 
on proposals for gipsy and traveller 
pitches on land at three sites, all in 
Stourport - one opposite the Gate¬ 
house, another in Sandy Lane and a 
third in Broach Road. 

It also agreed with the overview and 
scrutiny committee’s recommendation 
to drop proposed pitches at Clows Top, 
the former Yieldingtree Packing site in 
Hackman’s Gate, near Hagley, Hoo- 
brook Industrial Estate, Kiddermin¬ 
ster, and Wilden Lane, between 
Stourport and Kidderminster. 

The cabinet also agreed to draw up a 
detailed policy for use in any future 
planning applications for travelling 
showpeople, gipsy and traveller sites in 
the district. 


Beauty spot walkers are 
warned over car crime 


WALKERS are being warned to be on 
their guard against thieves as police 
launch a crackdown on vehicle crime at a 
beauty spot near Stourbridge. 

Patrols at car parks on the Clent Hills 
have been increased and police and com¬ 
munity support officers are speaking to 
drivers and handing out notices telling 
thieves all valuables have been removed 
from cars. 

Vehicle crime is a year-round problem 
at Clent Hills, with handbags, mobile 
phones, MP3 players, laptops, digital 
cameras and sat navs all being taken. 

CSO Sue White, of the Hagley and 
Rural Local Policing Team, said: “Most of 
the thefts happen on the Walton Hill or 


Uffmore Wood car parks, which are more 
isolated. 

“The main Nimmings Wood car park is 
not so much of a problem, as there is a car 
park attendant. 

“They usually take place at weekends, 
and we believe the offenders watch people 
place handbags and other valuables into 
their boots of their cars, and then strike 
after seeing them walk off. 

“Although we patrol the car parks 
whenever we can, we cannot possibly 
cover all of the locations, so we really need 
to get the message across to people.” 

“Thefts from vehicles cause a consider¬ 
able amount of distress.”

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M-way drains work will 
mean delays for drivers 


DRIVERS may be facing up to 10 
weeks of misery on a stretch of 
motorway in the Black Country 
due to a £2.1 million scheme to 
replace drainage. 

The Highways Agency is carrying out 
work to replace drainage on the 1.7-mile car¬ 
riageway from the M5 junction one for West 
Bromwich to the M6 junction eight for 
Wednesbury. The round-the-clock projectis 
expected to last around 10 weeks. Bosses 
said they have planned their schedule to 
cause the minimum disruption. 

A new drainage system will be installed on 
both the north and southbound carriage¬ 
ways to prevent surface water collecting and 
to keep the road in a safe and serviceable 
condition. 

Enforced 

There will be narrow lanes running in 
both directions during the day with lane clo¬ 
sures overnight. A 40mph speed restriction 
will be enforced throughout the works to 
protect roadworkers and motorists. 

There will also be occasional overnight 
closures of slip roads and the main carriage¬ 
way between the hours of 10pm and 5am to 
allow work to take place. 

Wayne Norris, Highways Agency project 
sponsor, said: “This is routine but vital 
maintenance work to replace the current 
drainage system which has come to the end 
of its serviceable life. 

“We have worked hard to design these 
works to minimise inconvenience to road 
users however, some delays will be 
inevitable as this is a very busy stretch of 
motorway.

Families lose battle over 
cars using 'rat run* road 


Residents have lost their three- 
year battle to get crossings built 
on a “rat-run” used by motorists 
avoiding a busy junction in the 
Black Country. 

Oakham Road in Dudley became clogged 
with traffic when work to remove the 
Burnt Tree island started in 2009. 

But since the new junction was opened 
last year drivers are still using the route 
and council bosses admit traffic has not 
reduced as much as they would have 
expected. 

Householders had called for pedestrian 
crossings. They claimed their lives were 
being put at risk by motorists using the 
road as a “rat-run”. 

But last week a meeting of Dudley coun¬ 
cillors was told that the road “did not meet 
criteria” for new crossings to be built there. 

The authority’s traffic manager Peter 
Vangeersdaele told the Central Dudley 
Area Committee: “A number of locations 
along Oakham Road had been looked at for 
controlled crossing facilities in response to 
requests from residents. 


“The idea is to break up the traffic flow 
along the road. But unfortunately none of 
the locations can be taken forward as they 
either do not meet the criteria or it is tech¬ 
nically not feasible to install a crossing 
there.” 

But he said the road would be added to 
the list being considered for other safety 
measures during the next financial year. 

Higher 

Mr Vangeersdaele said traffic increased 
by a third during the Burnt Tree works but 
was still 15 per cent higher than before 
even though the scheme has now ended. 

He added: “I can assure the local commu¬ 
nity that we will continue to work with 
them and listen to their concerns.” 

Resident John Ward, aged 54, said he 
feared someone would end up getting killed 
on the road as cars often break the 30mph 
speed limit. 

He said: “Crossings seemed like the only 
option so I can’t believe they have scrapped 
that idea. 

“We’ve given up on anything being done 
now. It’s a joke.” 


Start date hope for 
British Sugar site 

WORK COULD start this summer on plans to turn Kid¬ 
derminster’s former British Sugar site into a thriving 
business park, creating hundreds of new jobs, thanks to 
an injection of Government cash. 

The Wyre Forest area is among a string of districts set 
to benefit from a share of £15.4 million from the Growing 
Places Fund that is going to the Greater Birmingham and 
Solihull Local Enterprise Partnership . 

The Growing Places Fund is designed to boost economic 
growth by getting the required infrastructure built to 
enable the creation of new jobs and get stalled projects 
moving again. 

Before Christmas developers St Francis Group revealed 
plans to revamp the disused site in Kidderminster, build¬ 
ing more than 300 homes and a business park that could 
create 400 jobs on the 74-acre plot, the largest brownfield 
site in Wyre Forest. The land became disused after British 
Sugar shut down operations and sold it off in 2002. A final 
decision on which projects will receive funding has yet to 
be taken.

Raise a glass as brewery 
gets ready for expansion 


FAMILY-RUN Holden’s 
Brewery has seen a number of 
changes in the industry during 
its near 100-year history. 

And with real ale enjoying a ren¬ 
aissance with drinkers moving 
away from modern lagers, the firm 
is looking stronger than ever. 

One of just 33 family-owned inde¬ 
pendent breweries in Britain with 
21 pubs across the Black Country, it 
has announced expansion plans 
that will see its Woodsetton site 
extended and its ale production 
increased from 50,000 pints a week 
to 75,000. 

Steve Thompson, brewery liaison 
officer for The Campaign for Real 
Ale (CAMRA), said: “Holden’s is 
one of the most successful brew¬ 
eries in the area because it has 
responded to the changes in the 
industry” 

The brewery came from small 
beginnings, when one man decided 
not to follow in his father’s foot¬ 
steps and become a shoemaker, but 
instead to follow the example of his

father-in-law. Edwin Alfred Holden 
was born in 1875, the youngest of 
seven sons. 

His father Daniel was a skilled 
shoemaker and after he left school, 
Edwin decided to join him and older 
brother Walter in the family busi¬ 
ness. 

But he later married Lucy 
Round, whose father Benjamin 
owned the Trust in Providence, in 
Washington Street, Dudley 

It changed his career path and 
the young couple became tenants 
and ran a number of pubs including 
the Atkinson’s house The Britan¬ 
nia Inn, Netherton. 

When Lucy’s father died in 1900, 
her mother kept the licence of the 
Britannia and in 1904 the couple 
moved to the Struggling Man Inn, 
Dudley The couple and their son 


Teddy later moved into The Park 
Inn, Woodsetton, a brewhouse. 

They were there just six months 
when Edwin died in 1920. Lucy 
continued to operate the pub and 
Teddy was to follow in his mother 
and father’s footstep. 

The ensuing decades saw the 
company’s expansion and the 
establishment of Edwin Holden’s 
Bottling Company 

Before his death in 1981, Teddy 
had acquired several pubs includ¬ 
ing The New Inn, Rose & Crown, 
The Trumpet and had extended the 
brewery 

His son, Edwin, joined him in 
1965. Together they increased the 
estate. 

His sons Jonathan and Edwin 
went on to increase the Holden’s 
estate, which include the acclaimed 
Great Western in Wolverhampton 
and The Station, Codsall. 

Jonathan, now a director, has 
been instrumental in the develop¬ 
ment of new products and hopes 
the expansion will represent “thou¬ 
sands of pounds investment”.

Cold War bunker 
has rare open day

THEY ARE a vast labyrinth of three-and-a-half miles of 
tunnels which had been a base for top secret war operations 
and Cold War strategists. 

Visitors were given a rare glimpse of the Drakelow 
Tunnels, near Kidderminster, after they were opened for a 
one-off open day. Sixty people visited the passageways. 

The 265,000sq ft network of tunnels and rooms had once 
been used by MPs, military officials and RAF chiefs. 

But the tunnels, which lie underneath Kingsford Country 
Park between Wolverley and Kinver, had been empty since 
the 1990s when the Cold War finished. 

Visitors were able to see huge kitchens which had been 
replaced as part of a £1 million modernisation plan in the 
1980s. 

Tables, worksurfaces and even a stainless steel hot water 
dispenser remain in good condition. 

The building was saved in 1993 by the Drakelow Preser¬ 
vation Trust.

Plans for 300 homes on 
two plots are submitted 


DETAILS of a multi-million pound 
development of more than 300 
homes in Dudley have been 
unveiled in a planning application 
lodged with council bosses. 

The houses and apartments would be 
built on two plots of land next to Tansey 
Green Road and Oak Lane, Pensnett. Bosses 
have submitted full plans for the scheme, 
which would offer a range of housing from 
low-cost homes to five-bedroom detached 
properties, to Dudley Council. 

Councillor Sue Greenaway, who repre¬ 
sents Pensnett, has welcomed the develop¬ 
ment, saying it will help to transform the 
area. 

“I’m really pleased with the plans,” she 
said. “It looks like an attractive develop¬ 
ment which will improve the area and help 
tidy it up. 

Borders 

“The land is being used at the moment 
and borders the green common land. I’m 
happy with the scheme and think it will be 
really good for Pensnett.” 

The development would have 335 homes 
with a mixture of two and three-storey 
townhouses and flats. Around five acres of 
public open space will be provided across the 
two sites as part of the proposals. 

Outline planning permission was granted 
for the scheme two years ago after plans 
were submitted by landowners London & 
Cambridge Properties (LCP). A report pre¬ 
pared by LCP on the scheme, says it is an 
exciting opportunity for regeneration.

BOTH money and time may be 
tight for many motorists but 
when it comes to choosing a 
garage to maintain their car, 
trust beats both price and 
convenience as the most 
important factor, according to 
a new study from Kwik Fit. 

Its research shows that almost half of 
motorists (45 per cent) say their most 
important reason for returning to the 
same garage they’ve used previously is 
because they trust it will do a good job. 
This is almost twice as many as those 
who are most influenced by price (24 
per cent), while only one in five base 
their decision on convenience. 

The research shows the extent to 
which motorists remain loyal to the 
garage they trust - more than three- 
quarters (78 per cent) will stay with one 
garage where possible. One in three are 
so faithful they wouldn’t switch at any 
price. 

It takes up to three successful visits 
to gain the trust of most drivers (74 per 
cent). A sceptical three per cent of 
motorists say it takes seven visits or 
more to a garage to have fully earned 
their confidence. One in 10 motorists 
say they don’t generally trust garages. 

Just one in 12 (eight per cent) drivers 
will try a new garage for a service or 
MoT, but when it comes to tyres, 
motorists are more willing to put loyal¬ 
ties to one side - a quarter say they 
would be prepared to go elsewhere. 

Roger Griggs, communications direc¬ 
tor at Kwik Fit, says: “It’s encouraging 
to see that even in times of financial 
hardship, motorists are not abandoning 
their loyalty to a decent garage. 

“And it’s a credit to the industry that 
the majority of drivers who keep going 
to the same place do so because they 
have faith in its ability to get the job 
done properly.”

Heavy snow arriving just before the game 
made the journey away from The 
Hawthorns just as unenjoy able for support¬ 
ers as watching the match. 

For the ninth time in 14 Hawthorns 
outings - the eighth in 12 in the Premier 
League - fans filed away with their team 
beaten, writes Steve Madeley. 

This time there were fewer crumbs of 
comfort than ever with the common traits 
from previous disappointments present. 

They created one or two decent chances, 
might easily have had a penalty, had an 
effort cleared off the line and saw the misfir¬ 
ing Peter Odemnwingie miss the mother of 
all sitters as they chased an equaliser. 

And yet they and their fans left a snowy 
stadium knowing that, for the first time in a 
while, their overall performance did not 
merit anything more than it got. 

Rescued 

Roy Hodgson’s side were flat, uninspired 
and lacking conviction. 

And after a crazy six-minute spell in the 
second half that saw them seize control of 
the game and then surrender it, they never 
possessed the guile to reassert authority. 

Odemwingie should have rescued an 
undeserved draw that might have gone a 
small way towards clawing back some of the 
frustrating points that have fallen by the 
wayside with a hint of injustice in recent 
months. 

But on the day there was little question 
the increasingly impressive Swans were 
excellent value for just their second away- 
day success of the season. 

Hodgson’s men looked like a side whose 
belief in their abilities to dominate at home 
has drained away. Even players who have 
performed steadily this term, men like 
Jonas Olsson, Gareth McAuley and James 


Morrison, looked off-colour. And the big 
figures from last season who have misfired 
too often in this campaign were off the pace 
again with Odemwingie and Youssouf 
Mulumbu the most obvious examples. 

The game might have taken a different 
route had referee Jonathan Moss spotted a 
clear handball by former Baggies trainee 
Ashley Williams to stop McAuley’s goal- 
bound header on 18 minutes. 

Not until a brief rally late in the first half 
did Albion gather any steam, Angel Rangel 
clearing Marc-Antoine Fortune’s header off 
the line. 

Fortune worked tirelessly once more and 
he was rewarded with the opening goal on 54 
minutes when Olsson redirected Graham 
Dorrans’ corner and the Frenchman took a 
touch before beating Michel Vorm. 

Baggies fans hoped that finally going 
ahead at home would ease the nerves of 


their team. But they barely had time to 
enjoy it before they were pegged back by 
Gylfi Sigurdsson, who swept home from six 
yards after an incisive Swans counter¬ 
attack. 

Muddled Albion then allowed Sigurdsson 
time to stride through and cross for Danny 
Graham to complete the turnaround. 

Odemwingie should have spared their 
blushes but he lifted a shot over and plunged 
his head into his hands. 

Vorm enjoyed a slice of luck in stoppage¬ 
time when Fortune’s shot hit him and trick¬ 
led past the post. 

But Hodgson’s men got what they 
deserved and the boos that greeted the final 
whistle were a clear verdict on their work. 

A proud away record is keeping them clear 
of the bottom three. But the majority of 
their fans see them at The Hawthorns - and 
they are reaching the end of their tether.

Bustleholme not resigned to leaving 


BUSTLEHOME could yet have a future in 
the Premier Division of the West Midlands 
League - despite handing in their resigna¬ 
tion to the governing body.

Had that move been delayed until this

to withdraw their resignation and stay in 
the division. They pay to play at the Sports 
Academy, Tipton, and attract average gates 
of around 40, with a 102 attendance their 
season-best so far, for a home match with 
Gornal Athletic. 

After losing their sponsors for the last two 
years, Evans Halshaw Ford of Walsall, 
Bustlehome fell at the first hurdle in both 
the FA Cup and the FA Vase. 

That has led to cash problems which they 
hope can be solved by a fresh call for spon¬ 
sorship, after an initial plea last year did not 


attract the desired response. Chairman 
Geoff Benbow said they had to take steps to 
protect the club as a whole rather than the 
men’s team, which has been in operation 
since 1990. 

He said: “It has given us six months to 
restructure the club and, hopefully, give us 
the chance to attract some new sponsorship. 

“We will finish the season off; resigning 
was our way of safeguarding ourselves in 
case we can’t continue next season. 

“We are desperately hoping that won’t 
happen, but we can’t afford to sacrifice 12 
junior teams for the sake of the first team. 

“We were initially a boys’ club but they 


need something to play for, something to 
progress to, or they have nowhere to go.” 

Even if the Bustleholme men’s team were 
to fold in the summer, the club could re¬ 
apply to join the West Midlands League. 

They would have to work their way up 
from Division Two to return to the Premier 
League, where they have played since 1996. 

But the Bs, who started life as a boys’ club 
in 1975, are pressing on with plans to revive 
their youth team. 

Benbow added: “The idea is to resurrect 
the youth team to play in the Midlands 
Floodlit League, as we do have an under-21 
side.” 


M0UNEUX REVENGE 
MISSION FOR KEITH 


KEITH ANDREWS crosses the Black Country 
divide on Sunday, admitting: “I was dying to 
get out of Wolves.” 

Andrews will be a familiar face in the Baggies squad trav¬ 
elling to Molineux for Sunday’s derby. Yet the 31-year-old is 
adamant, if he makes his debut on his former stamping 
ground, Wolves fans will not recognise the player he has 
become, writes Steve Madeley. 

The Irishman spent 10 years at Molineux after moving 
from his homeland as a 15-year-old and being heralded as 
one of the brightest stars of the Wolves academy. 


He made just 48 starts for 
the club, however, and seven 
years after his departure he 
offers a frank assessment of 
the mistakes he made and 
the reasons he had to leave. 

“Whether my lifestyle was 
wrong, or it was the people I 
was knocking around with, I 
don’t know. But it was just so 
easy for me because I had 
been there for so long,” he 
admits. 

“It’s no secret that I was 
dying to get out of Wolves at 
that stage because I didn’t 
get the football I needed. 

Reunion 

“It was when I went to MK 
Dons that I realised I had to 
take my destiny into my own 
hands. It was the kick up the 
backside I needed. 

“I changed my diet and my 
lifestyle. I wasn’t being as 
professional as I could be.” 

Andrews added: “I would 
go through stages where I 
would play a few games and 
then I’d get dropped and I 
wouldn’t take it very well. 

“It was just a vicious 
circle, but there were good 
players in midfield at 
Wolves. There was Paul 
Ince, Colin Cameron and 
Alex Rae, who were good 
international players, 

“I always look in the 
mirror first when I’m

looking to reasons why 
things happen and, looking 
back, I certainly would have 
done things differently.” 

Andrews was released by 
Wolves in 2005. 

Having shed the extra 
pounds he carried at 
Molineux, Andrews has 
reinvented himself as a box- 
to-box midfielder and 
become a regular Ireland 
international. 

And he traces it all to his 
days at Milton Keynes. 

Ince’s move to Blackburn 
offered Andrews the shot at 
the Premier League thanks 
to a £1.3m move to Ewood 
Park in his manager’s wake. 

Four years brought 51 
Premier League starts, only 
for a fall-out with the 
powers-that-be to convince 
him his time in Lancashire 
was up. Last Tuesday he for¬ 
feited the final 18 months of 
his contract to sign a six- 
month Hawthorns deal. 

Andrews is confident he 
can finally make his mark in 
the Black Country and prove 
he was better than Wolves 
fans think.
